Can You Blame Her? 


[HERE are many diseases with only one name. 


There are many called by several names.

If neuralgia is of the head, the pain may be 
widespread, or it may affect only one side of the head or face, the 
eye or the teeth.

Pain is not the only symptom of 


neuralgia. 
There may also be a 


sense of fear of greater discomfort 
to come, severe headache, vertigo, 
acute sensitiveness to heat and cold 
and even a feeling of general illness. 


In every case of neuralgia the 


first thing is to find the underlying 
cause of the trouble. 
You may be surprised to learn 


that 
your 
neuralgia 
has 
been 
brought on by rheumatism, gout, in- 
fected teeth, tonsils or sinuses. Ton- 
silitis, typhoid fever, measles, influ- 
enza and the specific diseases are 
often accompanied by pains of a neu- 
ralgic character. 
Persons who suffer from goitre 


usually have neuralgia as an accom- 
panying symptom. 
If you have neuralgia don't waste 


time before having a very thorough 
physical examination. This should 
Include the teeth, tonsils, sinuses, 
the heart and a urinalysis. In short, 
all the possible sources of infection 
should be. considered. 
There are many things that may 


be done to give the sufferer tempor- 
ary relief. 
Menthol, one teaupoonful dissolve-si 


in one ounce of alcohol, applied to 
the affected parts and then covered 
with a very hot towel, followed by 
a cold towel, gives relief. The ap- 
plication of heat and cold is effec- 
tive. 
Plain hot applications, capsicum 


vaseline, or an ice-bag are helpful 
to some sufferers. 
In some cases of facial neuralgia 


it is often necessary to inject alco- 
hol into the nervea to relieve the 
intense suffering. 
Freedom from drafts, keeping the 
parts warm and early attention to 
the underlying causes, will dp,much 
to promote comfort. Goirigst6 bed in 
a well-ventilated, but warm, room, 
may help to coax sleep with its re- 
freshing effects. 
Eyestrain, due to the need of 
glasses, is a common cause lor wan- 
dering and ill-defined pains in the 
head and back of the neck. Such 
symptoms are frequently described 
as neuralgia.
